The Income tax amendment 
met the approval of the people

ratio, Byery one of the state’s

Coffee County showed 
1029 for and 445 against with 
27 of 32 boxes in, 

Governor Folsom who had

“The amendment was not set 
up according to my recommen- 
dation,” the governor is quoted, 
“but if that’s what the people 
want then I'll go along with 
them.” 

School heads say the passage 
of the amendment will raise the 
average salary of Alabama 
school teachers from $1200 to 
$1800 per year. 

Coffee County will recei.e 
approximately $65,000 of the 
new building fund and is plan- 
ning repair and additions to 
some of the rural schools and 
the installation of indoor toilets 
in some places.

Montgomery — A survey has 
disclosed that in 1946 Alabama 
ran third in six southern states 


in net revenue from liquor 
sales, ABC sales revealed that 
$13,620,585 were cleared, with 
only Florida and Georgia  sur- 


passing Alabama in the South, 

The survey showed that total 
sales in Alabama were $54,360,- 
067 and that of the 16 states 


which furnished figures on total | 


sales, Alabama ranked fifth. 

More than $20,000,000,000 has 
been derived in public revenue 
throughout the nation from li- 
quor sales from 1933, when pro- 
hibition was repealed, through 
1946. 


INSURANCE FUND 
SAVES MILLIONS 
FOR STATE 


Montgomery — The State of 
Alabama since it began opera- 
tion of its own insurance fund 
24 years ago has saved $3,619,498 
according to Mr. E. P. Amerine, 
actuary ‘of the fund. Mr, Amer- 
ine said it would have cost the 
state that much to carry insur- 
ance on state property through 
private insurance agencies, 

The surplus in the insurance 
fund has recently topped the 
$1,000,000 mark for the first 
time since it was set up in 1923. 

The surplus money is invested 
in state and U. S. government 
bonds and in cash: deposits, 

There has been a continuous 
expansion in the surplus fund, 
despite the fact that $307,165 
has already been paid out qcur- 
ing the present year. 


‘BY COFFEE COUNTY EXTENSION SERVICE 


The peanut worm ~has been 
reported in most every commu- 
nity in the county. To kill these 
worms, dust 20 pounds of full 
strength cryolite on each acre of 
peanuts. DD is not rerommen- 
ded by the USDA or any State 
Experiment Station to control 
the peanut worm where peanut 
vines will be used for hay as a 
feed for livestock on the farms 
or sold by farmers or others for 
feeding purposes in any form. 


Sweet potatoes as a_ sideline 
crop are producing good returns 
for Homer Jones of the Mt. 
Pleasant community. Mr. Jones 
reports that one-third of an ac- 
re produced over 3,000 pounds 
of potatoes. The number one po- 
tatoes were sold in local and 
distant markets. The very small 
and very large potatoes will be 
used at home as feed. 


Bennie Grimes of Goodman 
community has got a neat trick 
for starting his two white-faced 
calves on grain, He slipped them 
across the fence into a field of 
hybrid corn which his dad is 
hogging off. Here the calves 
find corn-a-plenty, and with 
sufficient roughage and green 
stuff to keep them from getting 
sick. They are not much trouble 
yet, says Bennie, but I’ll have to 
put them in the pen in 3 or 4 
weeks. 


Maybe you can count the 
number of legs in a litter of pigs 
and divide by four to see how 
many pigs are in the pen, but 
don’t try it counting ears. When 
Travis Killingsworth of New 
Hope counted ears in his new 
litter of 4-H pigs he got 17 every 
time. For this number of ears 
there should be eight and one- 
half pigs, but it won’t work. 
When Travis checked up he 
found one pig with three ears 


and another with four. 
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Farmers who need additional 
labor to harvest peanuts and to 
do other farm work should con- 
tact the employment office el- 
ther in Elba or Enterprise or go 
to the County Agent’s office and 
sign up giving the approximate 
date and number of men need- 
ed. 

The State Employment Ser- 
vice and State Extension Ser- 
vice are cooperating in recruit- 
{ng local labor needed for farm 
work, 


REA PLANS HUGE 
EXPANSION NEXT 
FEW YEARS 


The total rural electrification 
program for the next few years 
will be stepped up by at least an 
additional $23,000,000 for distri- 
bution line building, according 
to latest calculations by the 
Alabama Rural Electric Cooper- 
ative Association. 

Included in the overall figure 
are the $5,000,000 rural program 
as announced recently by the 
Alabama Power Company and 
$18,000,000 in unadvanced REA 
loan funds still available to the 
state’s 24 rural electric coopera- 
tives. These funds have been 
earmarked but not yet drawn 
upon and will be sufficient to 
finance an _ additional 9,500 
miles of distribution line to ser- 
ve 32,000 new rural consumers. 
The speed of building depends 
upon availability of materials. 

The cooperatives in the state 
now operate more than 12,000 
miles of rural line serving 56,- 
800 families and other rural 
people. Due to the programs of 
the power companies and of the 
REA cooperatives, more than 42 
per cent of the state’s farms are 
now electrified; before RHA, on- 
ly 4 per cent had electric ser- 
vice,

Veterans Benefits 
And Allowance 


Many vet counselors and offi- 
cials of State employment offi- 


ces are confused over require- 
ments that certain payments 
made under State or Federal 


laws be deducted from readjust- 
ment allowances payable to ve 
terans of World War II under 
the GI Bill of Rights. 

Any money paid to such a 
veteran as disability retirement 
pay, unemployment insurance, 
or sickness benefits, payable 
under any Federal or State un- 
employment compensation or 
disability law, except disability 
compensation or retired pay re- 
ceived from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, must be subtract- 
ed from any readjustment al- 
lowance paid under the GI bill. 

In other words, a vet receiv- 
ing $15 per week, as disability 
retirement pay, unemployment 
insurance or sickness benefits, 
under the provisions of the 
Railroad Retirement Act for in- 
stance, is eligible to receive on- 


ly $5 per week in readjustment j 


allowance under the GI bill. 

Such a vet is entited to $20 a 
week under the GI bill, less the 
amount received as_ disability 
benefits, etc. 

Vets receiving such monies, 
who also want to collect read- 
justment allowances, are cau- 
tioned that each check received 
under the GI bill, whether the 
amount is $5 or $20, is counted 
as one week against the maxi- 
mum 52-week entitlement. 

For example, a vet collecting 
$15 a week disability benefit, 
and $5 a week readjustment al- 
lowance, for a period of 20 
weeks, would have exhausted 20 
full weeks of his GI bill entitle- 
ment.

Minsters, doct- 
ors and dentists could be repre- 
sented. All county agencies 
could be invited. All recognized 
health problems could be chart- 
ed and studied and _ estimate 
made of relative importance to 
the whole community. Perhaps 
emphasis could be directed by 
informed thinking rather than 
emotion alone.

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Big Event Planned 
As Festival 
Is Revived 


Dothan — Plans are in full 
swing for the annual National 
Peanut Festival which will be 
held here on Friday and Satur- 
day, October 3 and 4. The festi- 
val will be the first to be held 
since the beginning of the war 
emergency in 1941 and all indi- 
cations point to the greatest 
event in the history of the Wire- 
prass area, 

The festival is being sponsor- 
ed by the Dothan Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce which has 
been given financial assistance 
by the Dothan Chamber of 
Commerce to the extent 
that much of the _ prelimin- 
ary planning and initial expen- 
ses have already been taken 
care of. 

According to Harry Anderson, 
president of the local Jaycee 
Club, and who is chairman of 
the peanut festival committee, 
the program for the two-day 
event will include a variety of 
attractions which will offer 4a 
varied sort of entertainment for 
the several thousand people who 
are expected to be here. Crowds 
are expected from all Southwest 
Georgia, Northwest Florida and 
central and south Alabama, 


Included on the program will 
be such things as a beauty pa- 
geant, which will be held on 
Thursday night, October 2, at 
the Martin Theatre, when it is 
hoped that there will be entries 
from all towns within a seventy 
five mile radius of Dothan. 
Plans call for all contest entries 
and their escorts to be the 
guests of the festival associa- 
tion with all expenses paid at a 
local hotel. 


Officially opening the festival 
will be the above event, and on 
Friday the Wiregrass Memorial 
Stadium will be the site of a 
mammoth singing which wil 
be held in the afternoon and 
will be featured by at least five 
famous quartets which are wid- 
ely known in this section, Fri- 
day night a football game be- 
tween the Dothan Tigers and 
the colorful Holtville team from 
near Wetumpka will be played. 
The game will be payed at the 
stadium with pre-game _ activi- 
ties getting underway at seven 
o'clock. 


Concluding the first day’s ac- 
tivities will be a street dance, 
with both round and square 
dances being held in the down- 
town business section of Dothan. 


The outstanding attraction of 
the festival will be held Satur- 
day morning, with a mammoth 
parade starting at 9:30 which 
will feature floats and exhibits 
from at least thirty five towns. 
At least twenty five bands will 
be in the event. A feature of 
this will be the Queens from all 
towns or organizations riding 
the floats. The lucky festival 
queen will lead the way on the 
official festival float. 


A three hour show of varied 
entertainment at the stadium 
in the afternoon will be the 
semi-final event. A large num- 
ber of prizes, including a new 
automobile, will be awarded, A 
dance at the Dothan Armory 
will close the affair Saturday 
night. 


A banquet was held here on 
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Thursday night, August 21, 
when over forty representatives 
of several towns and communi- 
ties of the entire Wiregrass ar- 
ea met and discussed general 
plans for the festival. An en- 
thusiastic response was given to 
the project and wholehearted 
cooperation was promised. Let- 
ters and other information has 
already been mailed to the may~ 
or of each town in this area and 
other information will be re- 
leased at various times.

The governing bodies of the city and 
county can install nice rest rooms but it 
is going to take the cooperation of the peo- 
ple to keep them in the condition they 
should be in. No matter how nice they are 
when the changes are made, they won't stay 
that way if they are abused in the same 
ways as the present ones have been. A little 
care and pride on the part of us who use 
the court house will make a lot of differ- 
ence in the way it will look and smell in 
time to come.

School House 


Like lots of other people we have ween 
wondering just what a quarter-million dol- 
lar school house would look like, so the 
other day we went down to see. We came 
away feeling that if Elba gets the complete 
plant that has been planned she will be 
getting a bargain. 

The whole effort at the present tine is 
being focused on the grammer schoo] in an. 
effort to complete it before cold weather 
sets in. And at the rate things are going 
now, it will be ready for occupancy long 
before classrooms will have to be heated. 

The size of the building is amazing, The 
back wall is 328 feet long and built so that 
additional rooms can be added if necessary. 
The rooms are spacious and will have win- 
dows almost the entire length of the out- 
side wall. Window glass is to be the kind 
that filters the sunshine and eliminates the 
use of the shades. 

A hall going down between the two rows 
of rooms will open into a roofed walk pass- 
ing in front of the gymnasium and lunch 
room and connecting the buildings with the 


present high school, 

Much of the material going into the 
school was salvaged from the old building. 
The county shop is being used to rework 
the old lumber and to build doors and do 
other carpentry jobs at a minimum of, ex- 
pense. 

We can easily see now why the architect 
estimated that the project would cost a 
quarter million and feel that we are cer- 
tainly getting a bargain.

So The Union Sues 


State newspapers last week carried more 
unpleasant publicity for Elba. A story first 
printed by the Montgomery Advertiser and 
later by the Dothan Eagle revealed that 
James P. Harden, labor union official, has 
filed suit for $50,000 against Chief of Police 
Fred Harper, Mayor Mullins, Kimmey Dor- 
sey and Macon Miller. ‘The suit seems to be 
based on testimony given by W. L. Dew- 
berry in a recent NLRB hearing. 

Dewberry testified in the hearing last 
month that he was paid by Chief Harper 
and Kimmey Dorsey to beat up Harden, 
The testimony was given in Dothan after 
the union lawyer had requested the hearing 
be moved.from Elba because ‘Dewberry 
was afraid of what might happen if he testi- 
fied in Elba.” Evidently, Dewberry wasn’t 
afraid because he came back to Elba that 
same night. At the time we considered 
the moving of the trial a publicity stunt by 
the union but further development gave 
rise to another motive. 

Dewberry was arrested and jailed in Do- 
than for perjury. When his trial came up 
the union protested that since the testimony 
was given inside the Federal building where 
the state has no jurisdiction they had no 
case against him. This makes it easy to see 
a motive for the union’s having the case 
moved to Dothan, Dewberry reportedly has 
signed a confession that his story was not 
true and was a product of the union brains. 
If the hearing had been held here the 
state could have brought him to trial for 
perjury, but since it was moved to a Feder- 
al building they have no authority. 

‘he union seems determined to discredit 
the city of Elba and its officials and Grand- 
ma Advertiser, probably ignorant of most 
of the facts, is playing into their hands. 

Chief Harper stated that the first he 
knew of the suit was the account he read 
in the newspaper; that no notification 
whatever has been given him. 

The suit declares that Hardin’s activities 
in Elba were peaceful, and that he was 
lawfully engaged in disseminating informa- 
tion with regard to collective bargaining 
and other legitimate matters. It contends 
that he was deprived of constitutional 
rights, including the right to equal protec- 
tion of the laws, freedom of speech, of press 
and assembly. 

That’s using an awful lot of flowery 
words to say that he was a union official 
here on union business and got his block 
knocked off. Maybe his freedom of speech 
was throttled for a few seconds but from 
what we have seen his speech has been un- 
impaired. He has given Elba more publicity 
in nine months than a chamber of com- 
merce could get in nine years. Only troubie 
is that it isn’t the kind of publicity we want 
and need, 

As for the $50,000—if that’s the standard 
price for a knot on your noggin, we’ll take 
a couple.

As an example, feed require- 
ments for maintaining an 80- 
egg-a-year hen are 64 pounds, 
Her egg production require- 
ments are 7.14 pounds. 

A hen that lays 200 eggs a 
year requires the same amount 
of feed—64 pounds—for matn- 
taining the body weight, For 
producing 200 eggs, however, 
she must have an additiona] 17.- 
81 pounds of feed. 

In either case it costs $3.84 to 
keep either of the above hens 
alive without her laying an egg, 
but at six cents a pound for 
feed it will cost 64 cents a year 
more to feed the 200-ege hen 
than the 80-egg hen. 

Poultrymen with good chick- 
ens have to feed more for pro- 
fit. High feed costs can be cut 
by the use of home-grown feed 
such as wheat, oats and corn, It 
must be remembered, however, 
that feed must be balanced, says 
Ivey. 

Ivey also makes this  state- 
ment: Green feed will reduce 
commercial feed bill from 20 to 
30 per cent. 

He emphasized a final] point: 
Don’t waste feed. Fill hoppers 
only one-third full and feed 
more often instead of too much 
at one time.

Clyde Thrash, Choctaw, turn- 
ed under winter peas fertilized 
with basic slag. He then planted 
Funk’s G-714 hybrid, fertilized 
at planting time with 300 pound 
of 4-10-7, and side-dressed with 
100 pounds of soda to each acre, 
He believes he will make 65 to 
70 bushels per acre. His corn is 
maintaining good color even in 
dry weather, due to the effect 
of the winter legumes, An un- 
treated plot nearby will yleld 
not more than five to six bush- 
els to the acre. 

On another farm, Joe Wat- 
kins, Choctaw, has hybrid corn 
following vetch. Hach acre re- 
ceived a ton of basic slag, 500 
pounds of 4-10-7, and 150 
pounds of soda. His corn yield 
may reach 90 bushels to the

Montgomery — Nathaniel 
Phillips, a 22-year-old Gadsden 
Negro has. been living on bor- 
rowed time for nearly two years 
now, and last week he received 
his fifth, and perhaps his final, 
stay of execution when Gov. 
Folsom granted the reprieve in 
order for defense attorneys to 
take their case to the U. S. Su- 
preme Court. 

In a special hearing in the 
executive offices, Goy. Folsom 
turned a plea for clemency and 
signed the death warrant for 
Phillips. 

Nesbit Elmore, Montgomery 
attorney, is taking the case to 
the U. S. Supreme Court. El- 
more stated that justice had 
not been done the Navy veteran 
Negro who killed a Chinese 
laundryman whom he caught in 
a sexual embrace with his wife. 
The attorney said that a large 
sum of money was raised in

New Pecan Crop 


Smaller Than 
Last Year 


Montgomery — Alabama is 
expected to yield 17,920,000 
pounds of pecans in 1947, com- 
pared with 8,740,000 pounds in 
1946, the Alabama Cooperative 
Reporting Service has revealed. 

The over-all production for 
the pecan crop in the south in 
1947 is expected to be 39 per 
cent above that of the previous 
year however, Texas and Okla- 
homa reported unusually heavy 
crops. 

Alabama ranks second only to 
Georgia in the _ production 
of improved varieties of pe- 
cans. Although greater crops 
are grown in Texas and 
Oklahoma, the production in 
these states for the most part, 
are from wild or seedling pe- 
can trees, 


ALABAMA MULES 
GO T0 GREECE 


Montgomery — More than 100 
mules, the first of numerous 
such shipments, were shipped 
from Alabama recently destin- 
ed for Greece. The mules are a 
part of the American aid to 
Greece, and will be used to re-

Life without purpose, life with- 
out activity for good, would be 
vain and actually intolerable. 


I. An Illustration of Prudence and 
a Warning Against Indolence (Prov. 
6:6-11; 18:9). 

HE illustratilon from the crea- 

ture world is apt. Ants, as this 
scripture states, have no overseer, 
and yet they are diligent in provid- 
ing for the time of need. 

It would seem as though they are 
constantly active in caring for pres- 
ent and future needs. In Palestine, 
where they may be active through- 
out the year, there is still the need 
of stored provisions for the rainy 
season, and so it is true that the ant 
gathers food in the harvest for future 
need. 

Anyone who is tempted to be in- 
dolent would be wise to consider 
the ways of the ant, and to manifest 
as much concern for present and 
future needs, 

The sluggard is described as one 
asleep, as one who is never satis- 
fied, but constantly wants more 
slumber. Such folding of the hands, 
such indolence, brings poverty, 
and that poverty comes as a robber, 

Indolence is not mere passivity. 

The man who fails to work is not 
guilty of omitting to do what he 
should do, but he is actually a rob- 
ber of society, There is an active 
element involved in indolence; not 
only has the man failed to con- 
tribute, but, in addition, the good 
that he might have done has re- 
mained undone, The sluggard is 
therefore u brother to the destroy- 
er (Prov, 18:9). 

II, An Illustration of Indolence and 
a Lesson in Prudence (Prov. 24:30- 
32). 


T IS striking that the Word of God 

presents the ant as the illustra- 
tion of prudence, but when it comes 
to an illustration of indolence it di- 
rects our attention to man. 

The illustration is that of the man 
who is lazy, who is void of under- 
standing. The Preacher visits him. 
Going to his field and vineyard, he 
finds it grown over with thorns, cov- 
ered with vetches, and the stone 
wall broken down, 

Instead of citing the particular 
lessons learned, the Preacher 
simply observes that he looked on, 
thought deeply, and received instruc- 
tion. Perhaps the best antidote 
to laziness is to see it in its inac- 
tion, The squalid conditions, the in- 
ability to cope with emergencies 
that we normally see in the life of 


the man who wants only ease are. 


sufficient to warn most of us against 
it, 

Entirely apart from the dignity 
of labor, the homely recompense 
of being able to meet our own 
needs is the compensation of self- 
respect that initiative and re- 
sourcefulness bring. May we have 
a higher goal as we labor than 
merely providing for our own 
needs, though this is certainly im- 
portant, Beyond it, of course, is 
the ability to help others also (cf. 
Eph, 4:28). 

iI. A God-Given Reward for La- 
bor (Eccles.

NE of the great compensations 

of faithful labor is sleep. This 
passage speaks of the sleep of the 
laboring man as sweet. When as 
Christians we have fulfilled our 
duty, when we have given an hon- 
est day’s work, the recompense of 
the Lord is surcease from labor. 


The great stress of the Word of 
God is similarly on the man in 
authority doing that which is right 
tur those who labor under him, 
and on the laborer, to be worthy 
ef his hire.

a. Virginia-Carolina peanut growers stack peanuts in very small stacks. They also 
have less heat and humidity during their harvesting season and their quality 
is preferred by the trade over Southeastern average runner quality.

in stacks in a manner so that the humidity and heat will not cause mold and rot?

FOLSOM HALTS 
UNOFFICIAL USE 
OF STATE CARS 


Montgomery — In an execu- 
tive order issued to all State de- 
partments and agencies, Gov. 
James BE. Folsom ordered all 
State vehicles be marked on 
each side and on the back with 
the State seal. Above the seal 
would be printed in gold letters, 
State of Alabama—For Official 
Use Only, and below the seal 
would be written the name of 
the department operating the 
vehicle, 

This move on the part of the 
zovernor is an indication that 
he will veto the recently passed 
legislative bill which is now on 
his desk awaiting action. The 
bill is designed to reduce the 
number of state owned vehicles 
from the present 687 to 200 
within the next 12 months, 

The executive order requires 
that all departments keep trip 
tickets and mileage records of 
all traveling, and full reports 
covering the mileage must be 
reported every 15 days to the 
director of finance, Bill Drink- 
ard, who will supervise the op- 
erating. 

Another stipulation of the or- 
der states that any agency or 
department using two or more 
cars shall maintain its own 
transportation pool. Some de- 
partments, such as Frank Bos- 
well’s department of corrections 
and institutions aready operate 
a departmental motor pool. 

Exempted from the executive 
order are cars by the highway 
patrol, special law enforcement 
agencies and investigators 
where marked cars would ham- 
per their work, and cars used 
by elected officials. 

Several departmental heads 
have voiced disapproval of the 
bill passed by the legislature. 
The Agriculture Department 
which operates approximately 
100 vehicles stated that if the 
bill becomes law it would cost 
$100,000 a year more to operate 
than under the present method. 

If state employees use their 
own vehicles they are paid five 
cents per mile, Frank Stewart, 
assistant director of the agricul- 
ture office said that they were 
now operating their vehicles at

Breed Monkeys 
F or Research 


Farm in Florida Is Devoted 
To Rearing Primates 
For Study. 


DANIA, FLA.—At the anthropoid 
ape research foundation here chim- 
panzees, man's nearest ‘relative,"’ 
are bred and imported for scientific 
research, 

Raising them requires the com- 
bined intuitions of a mother and a 
nurse, plus work and money. 

Johns Hopkins hospital at Balti- 
more recently purchased a_ half 
dozen of the primates from’ the 
foundation, but for most hospitals 
the cost is prohibitive, 

Leila Roosevelt Denis, who with 
her explorer-scientist-picture-man 
husband, | Armand Denis, operates 
the farm of some 50 chimps, finds 
the work has its humorous side. 

She tells of a chimp named Mug- 
mump who liked to walk at her side 
and hold her hand. He was quite an 
attraction on the streets until he 
picked up the habit of sneaking up 
behind girls on the streets and slap- 
ping or pinching them,

he knew quality, He once sampled 
seven drinks fixed for him, then 
went back and drank the cham- 
pagne first and followed with the 
Scotch. 

The chief attraction at the farm 
now is a pair of young chimps, 
Ernie, § months old, and Dji Dji, 9 
months, 

Ernie was born at the farm; Dji 
Dji came over from the Belgian 
Congo and was baptized with vodka 
by a ship's crew on reaching New 
York, 

It would not be out of order to call 
a pediatrician if either became ill, 
for in all respects they are treated 
Just as human babies. 

They wear. diapers—the paper 
kind—and are fed from a bottle, 
They get orange juice, ice cream 
and vitamin pills, At night, they 
snooze in cribs in a nursery. 

Both suffer from burn if allowed 
to remain in the sun too long, and 
they get regular checkups at a dis- 
pensary,

—chimps are the only animals sub- 
ject to the common cold—and a 
sign went up “Babies Have Colds.” 


Chimps Are Smart, 

Mrs, Denis makes it clear that 
the farm is for the raising of the 
chimps for research use, and that 
there is little training. But chimps 
are smart and quickly pick up 
habits from watching people, 

Besides the ‘babies,’ there is 
Sammy, who is 17 years old and 
prays for a banana; Napoleon, 12, 
who has a hand-clap that would de- 
light any actor, and Patsy, who is 
happiest when she {is washing 
clothes, 

The breeding of chimps has met 
with fair success at the farm, al- 
though two births in three years or 
at most one birth a year are all that 
can be expected of a mother, One of 
the rare cases of twin births oc- 
curred at the farm, but one died 
shortly after arrival, 

Hospitals, in obtaining the ani- 
mals, frequently must bid against 
circuses, showmen and zoos, 

With the war over and more 
chimps being imported trom Africa, 
plus local breeding, the price is ex- 
pected to come within reach of 
more hospitals, At present, a chimp 
on the dock costs $500 or more, 
Mrs, Denis says. 

The apes are more desired for 
medical research than mice, dogs 
and monkeys because they react to 
diseases typical to the human be- 
ing, Their organs come closest to 
matching those of man. 

They react to infantile paralysis, 
cancer, the numerous tropical fe- 
vers and other diseases as well as 
the common cold.
